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Police uocover cannabis factory after post office robbery

Police swarming north 
Kingston after a post office 
was robbed with a fake gun 
unwittingly stumbled upon 
a cannabis factory nearby 

Officers arrested two men 
after the robbery at the post 
office run by RK Gupta in 
Park Road last Thursday. 
They then discovered a 
cannabis factory after 
searching a nearby house. 

Witness Nicole Halton, 
who works at the Park 
Salon opposite the post of¬ 
fice, said: “I heard Mr 
Gupta shouting and I ran 


out. We just saw a man in a 
hoody and another man and 
they ran. Then there was 
another man with a bike 
trying to chase them. 

“Mr Gupta was really 
shaken up. He is a lovely 
man and we know him real¬ 
ly well. It was quite an or¬ 
deal. We are glad he’s OK.” 

It is believed two men had 
tried to distract the post of¬ 
fice worker by asking for 
cigarettes from behind a dif¬ 
ferent counter before raid¬ 
ing a till and blocking his 
way. 

Next door, Wasim Mo¬ 
hammed, who was working 
at Deluxe Launderette and 
Dry Cleaners, said: “It was 


really quick. I just saw peo¬ 
ple running. 

“I didn’t hear a thing be¬ 
cause I had my earphones 
in. I couldn’t figure out 
what was going on for a 
while. The police were very 
quick to respond though.” 

Plumber Tarig Abdaltam, 
46, of Park Road, said: “I’m 
very shocked. I’ve never 
heard of anything like that 
happening around here. My 
wife and children saw some 
people running though. 

“I’m glad the man is OK -1 
will go and see him once the 
post office is open again.” 

Mr Gupta’s daughter 
spoke to the Kingston 
Guardian briefly. 


She said: “My dad is a bit 
drained, but everyone has 
been so nice. I’ve got the 
school mums texting me to 
say ‘Is your dad all right?’ 
And the phone has been 
ringing non-stop with mes¬ 
sages of support.” 

Outside the post office a 
sign told customers the 
shop would be closed until 
further notice following the 
raid. It was due to open 
today. 

Another resident who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“Maybe they do it around 
here because it’s quieter. 
It’s terrible. 

“It’s a family business so 
it’s very frightening and 


worrying for them.”

Paul Paradise, 34, of New 
Road, Kingston, and Danny 
Carrig, 18, also of New 
Road, appeared at Wimble¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court on 
Saturday, June 28, charged 
with conspiracy to rob and 
carrying an imitation 
firearm. 

They were not asked to 
enter a plea and were re¬ 
manded in custody before a 
hearing at Kingston Crown 
Court on July 11.

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Viking warning for developer

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Developers have been told 
not to “act like Vikings” as 
the future of Kingston town 
centre was discussed at an 
exclusive business confer¬ 
ence this week. 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis delivered the 
warning at the end of 
Kingston Futures, held at the 
Rose Theatre on Tuesday, 
which effectively put King¬ 
ston in the shop window for 
potential investors. 

About 150 business dele¬ 
gates paid £354 a ticket to be 
at the day-long event, which 
pitched Kingston as a viable 
destination for retail, 
commerce and tourism in 
the wake of increased 


competition from the likes of 
Guildford, Croydon and the 
Westfield shopping centre. 

The revamped ancient mar¬ 
ket - officially re-opened that 
day - Crossrail 2, and the 
£30m mini-Holland cycling 
project, were also discussed. 

Speakers included London 
deputy mayor for business 
Kit Malthouse, Kingston 
Council leader Kevin Davis, 
cycling commissioner An¬ 
drew Gilligan and Kingston- 
first chief executive Ros 
Morgan. 

Claudette Forbes, pro¬ 
gramme manager of Shaping 
Kingston, outlined the devel¬ 
opment opportunities avail¬ 
able, including Eden Quarter, 
north Kingston and Kingston 
train station. 

But she emphasised devel¬ 
opments must be done within 
Kingston Council’s vision for

the town centre, and not 
just “piecemeal” schemes 
aimed solely for profit. 

She said: “This is our best 
chance to affect the change 
and transformation the town 
needs. 

“It’s very important we 


get this right. It cannot be 
done piecemeal.” 

In his closing conference 
speech, Coun Davis reiterat¬ 
ed the message, alluding to 
Kingston’s history as the site 
where King Athestan, the 
first King of England, was 


crowned in AD925. 

Coun Davis said: “It’s an ex¬ 
traordinary fact that the 
town has hidden for many 
years, that this is the place 
where England began. 

“In 838 a charter was signed 
here between the king and a 
bishop, which set out how 
the church and the 
monarchy would carve up 
the kingdom. 

“In 925 a man came here to 
be crowned, but unlike other 
Saxon kings he was the first 
King of England. 

“In 1009, the Vikings came 
here, and burnt down the 
small church which is now 
All Saints. 

“I say to you - don’t be 
Vikings. Don’t come here and 
pillage. 

“Why not be that king, who 
came here and created a 
great kingdom?”

Kingston market place officially 
opened last week but was imme¬ 
diately disowned by the new lead¬ 
er of Kingston Council as a 
“shambles”. 

London’s deputy mayor Kit 
Malthouse was in Kingston for the 
official re-opening of the ancient

£3m revamp. 

New Conservative Council lead¬ 
er Kevin Davis, whose party re¬ 
gained power in May’s elections 
tweeted: “I thanked him personal¬ 
ly and then told him how sorry I 
was that the former administra¬ 
tion had wasted it on such a 
shambles.” 

Children from St Agatha’s 
School joined market place man¬ 
ager Mark Teasdale and others to 
celebrate in the sun.

Rock ’n’ roll fans must have 
thought it was too good to be 
true when legend Jerry Lee 
Lewis was announced for a 
show at the Kingsmeadow 
stadium. 

But they will have to wait 
and see if their hero turns up 
at next year’s exclusive, inti¬ 
mate gig after a mix-up led to 
the show being advertised be¬ 
fore it has been confirmed 
with the Great Balls of Fire 
singer’s people. 

Lewis, the last surviving 
member of the legendary 
Million Dollar Quartet jam 
session, also featuring Elvis 
Presley, Carl Perkins and 
Johnny Cash, is due to play 
three UK shows on his 80th 
birthday tour next year, his 
last in Europe. 

If a gig on Saturday, June 
13,2015, is one of them, it will 
be a massive coup for Jim 
Piddington, Kingsmeadow 
Live organiser. 

He apologised to Lewis’ 
manager Greg Ericson this 


week after announcing the 
gig, with UK promoter Sound 
Craft, before it has been 
confirmed. 

Fans were offered £50 off 
the £200 ticket price if they 
pre-ordered before June 11. 
Two hundred people have ex¬ 
pressed interest in tickets for 
the 300-capacity venue. 

But Mr Ericson then said: 
“We have no agreement to do 
shows with Sound Craft. If

they come up with the 
money, in advance, we might 
do shows with them, but as of 
today we are not. 

“We are currently negotiat¬ 
ing a few shows for 2015, but 
that’s all. The only place you 
will find real shows is on his 
website. If the details are not 
there they aren’t 
authorised.” 

The show was 
removed from 


Kingsmeadow Live’s website 
last Thursday. 

Mr Piddington said he had 
apologised for the confusion, 
but hoped the gig would still 
go ahead. 

He said: “I’ve spoken to 
Greg Ericson, I’ve said sorry, 
and he seems happy with 
that. 

“The gig was never con¬ 
firmed. We were just taking 
pre-orders to see what sort of 
interest we would get. If it 
doesn’t happen then nobody 
loses any money, as nobody 
has parted with any.” 

Big name bookings do not 
always work out. Mike 
Tyson’s promised appear¬ 
ance at Oceana in 2012 never 
bore fruit, while footballer 
John Terry had to issue a 
statement denying he was 
due at the opening of Reptile 
Kingdom in Surbiton. 

But Mr Piddington said: 
“We’re working very hard to 
make it happen - and it could 
still happen. We really want it 
to happen.”

GUILTY OF GBH: Thug lost control after ‘dump him’ text 

Man who knifed love 
rival in face is jailed

A kitchen fitter knifed a love 
rival in the face who had texted 
his girlfriend telling her to dump 
him. 

Darren Mayle, 34, pleaded 
guilty to causing GBH to Martin 
Brammelly in an attack at the 
victim’s home in St Albans Road, 
Kingston, on New Year’s Day. 

Having previously denied the 
charge, Mayle, of Aldersbrook 
Drive, changed his plea the day 
his trial was due to begin at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

His victim has been left with a 
permanent 3cm to 4cm facial 
scar. 

Defence counsel Joao Arsenio 
said: “This is a regrettable inci¬ 
dent that started because of 
something Mr Mayle was told by 
a lady he was with. 

“This lady told Mr Mayle, he 
[Mr Brammelly] had sent her a 
text message saying ‘dump him’ 
and that was really what trig¬ 
gered the whole incident. 

“Mr Mayle took this as offen¬ 
sive - that is what led to Mr 
Mayle going to Mr Brammelly’s

house to face him. 

“It was clearly a lack of 
judgement, excessive impulse. 

“He has asked me to convey 
his deepest apologies to Mr 
Brammelly.” 

The court heard the pair knew 
each other. 

Mayle had been drinking beer 
and smoking cannabis earlier in 
the day before he stormed the 
home just before midnight. 

He had texted his victim: “Open 
the door or it’s going in”. 

Mr Brammelly tried to call 
police, but was prevented by a 


10-minute struggle that left him 
with the facial injuries, the court 
heard. 

He sounded the alarm after 
managing to throw the weapon 
out of the front door. 

Mayle went out to fetch it, 
shouting: “I will come back and 
shove the knife down your 
throat.” 

Judge Ann Mulligan addressed 
the defendant in the dock, on 
June 23, and said: “You have 
pleaded guilty to an extremely se¬ 
rious offence. 

“You did react in a totally dis¬ 
proportionate manner. You cle¬ 
arly lost control and took a knife 
to the victim’s home. 

“This was a hugely traumatic 
incident and it has had a long¬ 
standing affect on him - the scar 
that is permanent is only one of 
these.” 

Mayle’s sister, who sat in the 
public gallery with his father, 
quietly sobbed as he was sen¬ 
tenced to four years and eight 
months - of which, at least half 
will be served in custody. 

Mayle, who has previous con¬ 
victions for public order offences 
dating back to 2005, also had an 
aggravated burglary charge left 
on file.

Murderer faces extradition from Spain 


The extradition of a Surbiton 
man found guilty of murdering a 
woman in Spain is set to begin. 

Sean Heiss, who lived in the 
Sheraton in St Mark’s Hill, was 
found guilty by a jury in 
Barcelona of repeatedly stabbing 
mother-of-three Clementina 
Nauta Liscano outside a cash¬ 
point in September 2012. 

Heiss, 30, was sleeping rough in 
the Catalonian capital while po¬ 
lice hunted him over the death of 
his mother, Margot Sheehy, in 
June 2012. 

The Metropolitan Police said 
last week they hoped to begin ex¬ 
tradition proceedings once Heiss 
had been sentenced. 

A Spanish prosecutor told 


jurors that Heiss pushed his vic¬ 
tim to the ground outside the 
cashpoint and “continued hitting 
her in the face and head with 
strong and repeated strikes of his 
feet and/or fists”. 

He added: “After this the ac¬ 
cused went back into the cash¬ 
point and took a knife from his 
personal effects, with which he 
returned to where he had left 
Clementina. 

“He repeatedly stabbed her in 
the throat and face, continuing to 
land blows and kicks, intending 
to kill her or, at least, knowing 
that her death would result from 
the attack. 

“Clementina was taken to the 
Hospital Clinico de Barcelona 


where she eventually died at 
1.50pm the same day.” 

The jury returned its verdict on 
Thursday, June 19. 

Prosecutors are seeking a 25- 
year prison sentence and com¬ 
pensation for Ms Nauta Liscano’s 
family, including her three chil¬ 
dren, aged between nine and 13. 

As the Kingston Guardian went 
to press, Judge Carmen Sanchez 
Albornoz had not set a date for a 
sentencing hearing. 

Two years ago UK police issued 
a Europe-wide warrant for Heiss’ 
arrest, but were thwarted when 
police in San Sebastian, in north¬ 
ern Spain, let him walk out of a 
police station after he allegedly 
threatened a woman with a knife.

George Osborne has revealed he shops at 
Lidl, and said if Kingston Council wants 
more revenue for services, it must attract 
more businesses to the borough. 

Visiting Lidl in Leatherhead Road, 
Chessington, to announce the chain’s new 
jobs plan, the Chancellor said that in 
Downing Street Waitrose delivers his gro¬ 
ceries, but that he does use a Lidl in his 
Tatton constituency. 

Asked whether the success he claimed 
for the Government’s economic strategy 
would mean a loosening of the purse 
strings - and more cash for Kingston 
- he said: “We’ve still 
got to deal 
the deficit. Part 
of our long-term economic plan is 
to make sure Britain can pay its way. 

“We’ve said to councils, if you can cre¬ 
ate more jobs locally [and] bring business¬ 
es into the area then you will share in 
some of the extra revenue. 

“[Kingston Conservatives] want to bring 
businesses into the town centre, make 
sure there are more jobs here, and that 
will benefit residents. There will be more 
money going into the council for services. 

“Seeing what they are doing here with 
the new leadership is great.” 

Last year the Government introduced a 
policy of letting councils keep a share of 
business rates and other revenue, with 
the aim of promoting economic growth.

to the Chessington store, according to UK 
managing director Ronny Gottschlich.

No support for Lumba

Essence nightclub owner Franco 
Lumba has failed in a bid to re¬ 
open his club. 

The former Gala Bingo hall 
owner’s company, FL Trading, 
was unsuccessful in its attempt 
to have the decision to revoke the 
licence ruled invalid. 

It claimed the closure order was 
invalid because it had not been 
signed by Kingston police bor¬ 
ough commander Glenn Tun- 
stall, which it said was 
required by statute. 

Essence, in Buckland’s Wharf, 
was closed by Kingston Council 
at the request of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police after an alleged 
30-man brawl outside the club in 
December. 

The court heard that more than 
half of the 210 identified clubbers 
that night had criminal convic¬ 
tions, including manslaughter, 
attempted murder, possession of 
firearms, sexual assault, rob¬ 
bery, burglary, drug dealing and 
assault on police. 

Superintendant Tunstall was 
on holiday at the time of the inci¬ 
dent, so acting superintendent

Gary Taylor signed the forms. 

James Rankin, appearing on 
behalf of the Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner, said delegating 
duties to a deputy was written in 
case law. 

Judge Frances Patterson ruled 


FL Trading’s case was “unar¬ 
guable”, and also dismissed an al¬ 
legation of bias. 

FL Trading still has the option 
to appeal the decision through 
the magistrates’ court, she 
added.

‘Greedy’ council spy 
cars to be cut back

They are a familiar sight to 
Kingston drivers - even when 
using their periscope cameras 
to peer over hedges at junctions. 

But use of the CCTV “spy 
cars” for parking enforcement 
could be severely cut back after 
the Government said “greedy” 
and “overzealous” councils 
were using them as a “cash 
cow”. 

Councillor David Cunning¬ 
ham, new lead member for 
transport, said: “I’m not for us 
using it as a milch cow. We don’t 
want to clobber our residents. 
Kingston is quite sensible about 
what they use the mobile cam¬ 
eras for.” 

Last year, the council raked in 
£4,856,982 in parking fines rev¬ 
enue - putting it fourth out of 
187 councils from across the UK 
that supplied figures. 

Under proposed new rules, 
parking wardens will have to fix 
tickets to drivers’ windscreens, 
as most tickets will no longer be 
sent by post. 

Parking consultant and for¬ 
mer Kingston Council parking 
manager John McArdle said 
there was “an almost total lack

of endorsement of a proposed 
ban on CCTV” when the Gov¬ 
ernment consulted the public 
on its plans. 

He said: “All in all, it seems 
like a solution looking for a 
problem, and must be far from 
the most important challenge 
facing local and national politi¬ 
cians at the present time.” 

But Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles said CCTV “should 
be used to catch criminals, and 
not as a cash cow”. 

He said: “Spy cars can be seen 
lurking on every street, raking 
in cash for greedy councils. 

“Overzealous parking enforce¬ 
ment and unreasonable stealth 
fines by post undermine the 
high street [and] push up the 
cost of living.” 


Kelvin Reynolds, British Park¬ 
ing Association director of poli¬ 
cy, agreed that “better 
regulation” of CCTV was need¬ 
ed but said: “The Government 
has sprung this amendment on 
everyone with little notice. The 
proposed approach is heavy 
handed by a Government seek¬ 
ing to deregulate.” 

Councils will still be able to 
send CCTV-issued tickets by 
post for bad parking near 
schools, in bus lanes and on red 
routes, but will have to publish 
how they use the money they 
make from fines. 

The council believes bus lane 
and moving traffic fines, worth 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds a month, will be unaf¬ 
fected by the move.

C alling all young people 
- want to try some¬ 
thing new? Why not 
try taking up lawn bowls as 
a hobby... writes Neesha Gill. 

Now before you laugh me 
off of the page and claim 
that this is only something 
your granddad would play, 
there are number of reasons 
why you should consider it. 

Bowls is not the most high- 
profile sport out there 
and traditionally 
has lacked appeal 
to the younger 
generation, but in 
a couple of months 
time the stars of 
the sport will line up 
alongside the likes of 
Mo Farah at the Common¬ 
wealth Games in Glasgow. 

A big draw for the sport is 
it is an activity participants 
can enjoy at their own pace 
in the great outdoors. 

Unlike highly-demanding 
and fast paced sports such as 
football, or tennis, bowls 
takes a more laid-back ap¬ 
proach with minimal stress 
on the body, so this leisurely 
sport can be enjoyed without 
having to worry about swel¬ 
tering in the sun.

Its latest quarterly research 
among its members found that 59 
per cent reported more would-be 
tenants than properties available. 

This figure represents the 
second successive increase, from 
46 per cent in Q3 2013 to 54 per 
cent in Q1 2014. 

Tenants are also less likely to 
haggle for properties. The number 
of respondents who have seen an 
increase in tenants haggling with 
landlords over rents in the last six 
months has fallen from 44 per 
cent to 33 per cent.

Malden Wanderers young¬ 
ster Joe Lavender is hoping 
the England Cricket Board’s 
U19 club T20 tournament is a 
success for more reasons 
than one. 

The 16-year-old former Sur¬

“It’s one of the biggest 
races and perfect prepara¬ 
tion for next year with it 
being such a long crossing,” 
she said of next month’s 
race, which starts on July 20.

“I’ve been sailing for 12 
years, but I have never raced 
such a distance, so it will be 
good to do it in a race sense 
and push the boat harder.

“The past two months I 
have basically spent a lot of 
my time alone, which admit¬ 
tedly can get quite lonely,” 
said Foreman, who turned 24 
on the day of the race. 

“Recently, I did not see 
anyone sailing for two days 
apart from lots of cargo 
boats. 

“If it’s a race, you don’t feel 
as lonely as the other boats 
are normally close by.”
